(8) The District Attomey of any county may require that search warrant applications filed in the county have the approval of an attomey for the 
Commonwealth prior to filing. 


Rule 2004. Person To Serve Warrant. 
Ascarch warrant shall be served by a law enforcement officer. 


Rule 2005. Contents of Search Warrant. 


Each search warrant shell be signed by the issuing authority and shall: 

(a) specify the date and time of issuance; 

(b) identify specifically the property to be seized; 

(ce) neme or describe with particularity the person or place to be searched; 

{d) disect that the search be executed withia a specified period of tinte, not to exceed 2 days from the time of issuance; 

{e) direct that the warrant be scrved in the daytime unless otherwise authorized on the warrant, PROVIDED THAT, for purposes of the Rules of Chapter i 
2000, the term "daytime" shall be used to mean the hours of 6 a.m. to 10 p.m.; 

(f) designate by title the judicial officer ta whom the warrant shall b¢ retumed; 

(g) certify that the issuing authority has found probable cause based upon (he facts sworn to or affirmed before the issuing authority by written 
affidayit(s) attached to the warrant; and 


(h) when applicable, certify on the face of the warrant that for good cause shown the affidavit(s) is sealed pursuant to Rute 2011 and state the length of. 
time the affidavit(s) will be sealed. 


Rule 2006. Contents of Application for Search Warrant, 


Each pplication for a search warrant shall be su, ipported by written affidavit(s) signed and swom to or affirmed before an issuing authority, which 

affidavit(s) shall; 

(a) state the name and department, agency, or address of the affiant, 

(b) identify specifically the items or property to be searched for and seized; 

(g) name or describe with particularity the person or place to be Searched; 

(d), identify the owner, occupant, or possessor of the place to be searched; 

{e) specify or describe the crime which has been or is being committed; 

(f) set forth specifically the facts and circumstances which form the basis for the affiant's conclusion that there is probable cause to believe the items or 
property identified are evidence or the fruit of a crime, or ate contraband, or are otherwiso unlawfully possessed or subject to seizure, and that these 
items or property are located on the particular person or at the particular place described; 

(3) ifa “nighttime” scarch is requested (1.¢., 10 p.m. to 6 &.m.), state additional reasonable cause for scoking permission fo search in the nighttime; and 

(h) when the altomey for the Commonwealth is requesting that the affidavit(s) be sealed pursuant to Rute 2011, state the facts and circumstances which. 
are alleged to establish good cause for the scaling of the uffidavit(s). 


Ritle 2008. Copy of Warrant; Receipt for Selted Property. 

(a) A law enforcement officer, upon taking property pursuant to a search warrant, shall leaye with the person from whom or from whose premises the 
property was taken a copy of (he warrant and affidavit(s) in support thereof, and a receipt for the property seized, A copy of the warrant and 
affidavit(s) must be left whether or not any property is seized. 

(b) IEno one is present on the premises when the warrant is executed, the officer shall {eave the documents specified in paragraph (8) at a conspicuous 
location in the said premises, A copy of the warrant and affidavit(s) must be left whether or not any property ig seized. 


(c) Notwithstanding the requirements i in paragraphs (a) and (b), the officer shall not leave a copy of an affidayit that has been sealed pursuant to Rule 
2011, 


Ritle 2009, Rerurn with Inventory. 


(a) An inventory of items seized shall be made by the law enforcement officer serving a search warrant. The inventory shall be made in the presence of 
the person from wtiose possession or premises the property was taken, when feasible, or otherwise in the presence of at least one witness. The officer 
shall sign aststement on the inventory that it is a true and correct listing of all items seized, and that the signer is subject to the penalties and 
provisions of 18 Pacs, Section 4904(b) - Unswom Palsification To Authorities. The inventory shall be retumed to and filed with the issuilig 
authority. 

. (0) The judicial officer to whom the retum was made shall upon request cause a copy of the inveatory to be delivered to the applicant for the warrant and 
to the person from whom, or from whose premises, the property Was taken, 

(c) When the search warrant affidavit(s) is sealed sursiant te Rule 2 2011, the retum shall be made to the justice orjudes ‘who issued the warrant.
